TFIE DOMINION LICENSE ACT. 

Ill .soveriil uiticlos publialiod some time 
u<jo III tlieao coluiiuLS, Tlie Colonid has 
already taken tho stand tliat under the 
British North Auiurica Act tlie Dominion 
government has no power to interfere in 
the niatter of liquor licenses in tho dif- 
ferent prurinccs. Under tho head of 
"oxcluBivo powers of proviiicial legisla- 
tures," section H'i. states that tiio pro- 
vincial legislatures "may eichisivoly make 
laws in relation to matters coining within 
the ckases of subjects next hereinafter 
enumerated," and in sub-section 9 arc 
specially enumerated "shop, saloon, tav- 
ern, auctioneer and other licenses in order 
to tho raising of a rovciuie for provincial, 
local rn- municipal purposes." This would 
appear to be di.'itiiicl enough, and it is 
difficult to see where there is any shadow 
of an excuse fur Dominion interference, 
or if there ia any basis for such a preteii 
»ioa, why the eentral government may 
not also claim to regulate auctioneer's 
liceiic'us and say that there shall only be 
80 many auctioneers in each district. 
There are already two resolutions before 
the house, declaring tlie Dominion Li- 
cense Act illegal, and opinions against it 
have also bean given by some of the 
judges of Lower Canada, and sone of the 
county court judges gazetted as cominis- 
aioners have declined to act, and both New 
lirunswick and Ontario are opposed to 
the act aud will contest it. In connection 
with this matter at the present time the 
following e.^ctract from the proceedings of 
the house will be of interest: 

IllE DOMINIO.S' l.IUK.N.SK ACT. 

"In connection with the Dominion Li- 
cense Act Mr. Ildiide has given notice of 
a resolution reciting the paragraph in the 
Speech from the Throne in 1883, upon 
which tho License Act was based, and the 
decision of the Privy Council in tho 
Ilodi^e case, in which their lordships e.x- 
l)laln their decision ia the Russell case, 
and declare that "'.hut decision when pro- 
perly considered iias not the effect siip- 
pnsed, and that it should be taken rather 
aa an authority in support of the judg- 
ment of the Ontario Court of Appeal." 
Mr. Houde's resolution concludes by de~ 
elariiig that the necessity for tho "Liijuor 
License Act of 1883" lias ceased to exist, 
that it is desirable in the interest of har- 
mony between the Provincial and Federal 
powers that the Doiuinioii parliament do 
not interfere with license legislation, and 
that therefore the house should consider 
tho following reaolution: — 

"That this house ia of opinion that the 
Liijuor License Act of 1883 should be re- 
pealed."

To ruE EurroK. — "A seeker after 
truth," whose medley on baptism appear- 
ed in your issue of the 4th inst. , expresses 
dissatisfaction with tho views advocated by 
the Uev. Mr. (iamble, in liis lecture on 
"Infant Bapti.sia," delivered on last Sab- 
bath evening. Mr. "(Seeker" seems ob- 
livious to the fact that it was not the de- 
sign of the lecturer to please any individ- 
ual by riding his peculiar hobby, but to 
show what' God's word teaches concerniii!; 
the question of infant baptism. "Seeker" 
does not hesitate to state that he found 
the lecturer "much in error relative to 
the question," though the views advocated 
by Mr. Gamble are precisely those held 
by nineteen-tweutieths of all Christen- 
dom. Now, while it is highly commend- 
able to seek after truth, still it will be 
obvious to most people who are addicted 
to habitii uf thought, that to pronounce 
such ii vast majority of all Christains a.s 
beinfr "much in error relative to the 
question," and all their representatives as 
' 'blind leaders of the blind," is rather a 
formidable unclortakiiiy fur one who Higna 
himself as a ".Seeker."

London, March 3v — The four railway 
companies oflfev an ■ additional reward of 
Ji;lO,000 tor the detection of the authors of 
the dynamite outrages.

J5ank Antes for silver 
were rapidly dec-lining, and the niercliants 
of the inti'rior had stopiied all trading ven- 
tures. The populace of the country was 
greatly excited. 

Princess Clotilde, sister of the King of 
Italy, and wife of Prince Napoleon, is ilan- 
gerously ill. 

London, March i. — In the house of com- 
mons Right lion.

The verdict pre- 
viously announced in The Vidunid was ob- 
tained after greater delibemtiun than the 
facta of tho case would seem to have war- 
ranted. Tho action of the lynchers la gen - 
erally condemi-.ed among tho set- 
tlers of tho district, eapocially as 
the belief is gaining ground that the cir- 
cumstantial evidenco against the Indian 
was slighter than even the lynchers sup- 
posed at the time. Taken altogether, the 
outrage was one of the grossest ever per- 
petrated in the province, and it is to be 
hoped that should the govoriimont take 
further stops iu tho eflfort to discover the 
miscreants, it will be materially aided by 
the authorities of Washington Territory. 

Cowichan— Inquest. 

An inquest was held in the district 
court house on the body of an Indian eall- 
ud .iohnny who was killed on Saturdtiy 
tho 1st inst. near Cowichan wharf. From 
the evidonce of tho deceased's wife it ap- 
pears that .Johnny and a halfbreed called 
Edward Lemon iiuarrelled at tho lalter's 
house when Leinou deliberatuly shot tho 
Indian in tho breast causing instantaiiBous 
death. Before the murder was committed 
three bottles of whisky had been drunk 
between tho two. The jury after viewing 
the body and hearing tho evidence found 
that llio decoased came to his death 
through wilful shooting on the part of 
Edward Lemon.

Mechanical Eii^^iiiccrs. 

'Within ten years a "demand Las 
sprung up for a class of engineers capa- 
ble of taking charge of the modern ap- 
pliances so fast multiplying themselves 
in the ininiense (lat houses or otSce 
buildings of our great cities. A man 
1 capable of properly taking charge of 
the eugineenng department of such a 
building must bo an engineer in the 
ordinary sense, he must be able to take 
care of boilers ami engiuef-;; but in ad- 
dition thereto he must understand mod- 
ern steam-heating apparatus thorough- 
ly, and be be able to superintend re- 
paira. He should understand the prin- 
ciples of ventilation, and he should be 
convinced of their necessity, so far, it 
least, as never to consider it unneces- 
sary to do his utmost to keep in order 
and improve an apparatus given into 
his care which may have been poorly 
designed. He should understand our 
sanitary regulations generally, and 
.should be thoroughly informed as to 
what is considered proper by that bu- 
reau of the Health Department which 
has charge of the plumbing and drain- 
ages. His knowledge of elevator con- 
struction should include the apparatus 
of the three or four principal makers, 
annd his general judgment should be 
good. He sliould Imve a knowledge of 
the construction of electric bells, and 
how to keep'batteries in order. Jle 
should have had a proliminax-y training 
in some of the engineering trades, such 
as engine building, boiler making oi- 
ateamtitting, and he must possess the 
confidence of his employers. .Such is 
the picture; of a niodul enffineer for a 
large apartment house or office build- 
ino. In some of the latter such men 
are to be found, but many (3f.the for- 
mer are in the hands of men capable of 
little more than passing coiil. ^ tine 
new buildini; is put up which probably 
costs >;ir)0,dOO, tlie uiQilern improve- 
ments costing .-ir 100,0 00. it is these 
latter that are placed in the care of an 
engineer. If he is faithful and capa- 
ble, and is properly remunerated for 
his work, the deterioration of that 
part of the building left to his care 
should not be over live percent; but if 
he is a so-called t radesman, one of the 
cla.ss too ])oor to be ke[)t in a work- 
shop, fifteen per cent, jier annum is 
probably not high to allow for wear 
and tear.

Oldest Republic in the Woi-id. 

According to the London correspon- 
dent of the Miinchester Guardian, tiie 
little State of San Marino, just thirty 
miles in circumference, tboj oldest gov- 
ernment in Europe and the oldest re- 
public in the world, proposes to entc^r 
into diplomatic relations with England. 
San .Marino, situated in the midst of the 
Papal States, has been entirely free 
since, in the fourt(!entli century, itrefiis 
ed to pay certain ta.xes to the po| e. 
It was already a self-governing com- 
munity, the sovereignty being e.vercised 
l)y the whole poimlation. But in the 
fourteenth century this absolute form 
of demooraoy was replaced by a sort of 
oligarchy, i)0W(!i- being vested in a 
council of sixty life members, elected 
from all classes of tlie population. l''ive 
centuries later, 1S71, it was decided 
that the council should appoint a com- 
mittee of twelve, who still form the 
Supreme Judicial Court, Secretaries of 
Home and Foreign Affairs and a Ite- 
ceivcr-Gcneral of Finance were also ap- 
pointed. Sau .M arino cm scarcely pos- 
sess a large army, but its Government 
has often given jiroof of courage, and 
on one occasion, when (laribadi had 
sought refuge within the boundaries 
of the brave rc])itblic, it refused to give 
him up, and persisted in the refusal, 
notwithstanding Austrian throats of 
invasion. It may be further mentioned 
in honor of San INlarino that, unlihe 
another little Italian State, it does not 
tolerate public gambling.

Since M. Pasteur, two years a^'o, 
went to Paullac to await the arrival of a 
boat which broup^lu yellow fever patient.s, 
ho receives now and then from far-utl' 
countries a bottle of ruuiiln nei/ro. Tulies 
tilled with blood are lyiny ahont, and 
small plates containing drops of blood 
may be seen everywhere on the work 
tables. In special stores bottle-liko blad- 
ders are ranged resembliiiL; small liquor 
bottles, the prick of a i)in into one of 
these bladder;! would brint; death to any 
mail. Inclosed in i^lasa pri.soiis oiilli"ii.s 
and millions of microbes live and multi- 
ply." M. Pasteur's views ou vivisection 
are known well enough. His words on 
the subject are: "Never should I have 
the courage to kill a bird for sport, liUt 
when it comes to experiment I liave never 
been troubled by the sliyhtest scruple. 
Science in that case has the right of plead- 
ing the sovereignty of the purpose."
